STILL A MYSTERY. 


No Solution Yet Offered of Sunday 
Night’s Murder, 


Fred. Tompkyns’ Death at the Hospital 
Last Night. 


The dead body of Fred Tompkyns is now 
lying cold and stark on a slab ut at the City 
Hospital, and conjecture loses itself in won 
dering by whose hand his death was inflicted. 
The shooting took place about midnight on 
Sunday, and the wounded man 
has since then been lying almost 
at the point of death. The history of 
the tragcdy is so recent that merely a line will 
doto recall its tul! tenor. Tompkyns, a horse- 
clipper by trade, and an amateur black- 
mailer, picked upa couple at the Wavman 
Crow Museum on sur tay night He snadow 
ed the pair into the chureh yard 
on Seventeenth and Lucas piace, a notorious 
rendezvous, and then discovered himself. He 
was shot by the woman, who, with her com- 
panion, escaped, leuving no clue but a black 
sealskin cup and plume. Tompkyns was shot 
inthe abdomen. Almost at once he began 
dodging the truth about the story. Heclaim- 
dat ſir t that the man had shot him, but 
Mr. Turner saw eine woman shoot. He 
told haf a dozen different tories of the erime, 
varying so widely that it decame evident he 
wished to couvceal some part of the affair. 

Valentive Sachs, a patient in the hospital, 
who was an old acquaintance of Tompkyns, 
asked him about the shooting when he was 
brought io. To him be represented the 
story thatit wasthe man that did it. This 
man he described as being large and steut, 
withabig black moustache and no beard. 
He ulso suid that he cvuld recognize the 
woman, he was sure, tf «ver he saw her again. 
Ora Francis was arrested and brought 
to him, but he said she was not the 
voman. Since then Ora has been arrested 
aguin and the police evidentiy believe that she 
knows something «f the matter. Birdie Don 
nelly, another well known „man, was also 
picked pp, but the victim did not know her. 

A map named Fey,wko was Tompkyns’ old 
est friend in the city, itis said, clums that be 
expected this chin to happen ali the time, and 
that he knew when it did bappen there would 
bea woman in the case. He will probably 
becalled upon to explain himself wore fully 
at the Coroner’s inguest to-day. 

Tompky ns was evidently sinkirgat6o'clock 
veste duy evening His aunt callie: on him, 
and, tindiag him so low, asked permission 
to send a Cathe tic priest to him, 
which Dr. Dean readtly granted. When the 
priest came, however, Tompkyns deciined to 
gee him, saying he was not a Catholic and did 
not ea e to see any minister. His mind gradu- 
ally became cleareras the end spproached, 
but he gave no further clue 0 the 
myster) oi his death. At 
half past 12 the agony came on, and at 2235 
ne died peacefully. Thetime for holding the 
inquest had not been announced at 10 o'clock, 
but it will take place to day 

Tue enigma is no nearer solution than it 
was. The police are absolutely at fault und 
unable to tind out anything about the crime. 
Whether the woman who fired the fatal 
shot came from theupper or lower walks of 
life. whether she was a women of the town or 
the upper ten, who her companion was—all 
of these querles remain to be answered.

St. Younis Yost-Bis 
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Impressive Obsequies of Mrs. E. P. 
Ulrici and Benjamin Philibert. 


Two of the most notabie funerals that have 
taken place in St. Louis for a long time occur- 
red to day, those who were laid to rest being 
of the oldest families and peculiarly connect- 
ed with the growth of the city in its compar- 
ative infancy. The attendance at both was 
very large and of a very notable character and 
the ceremonies and the last sad respects were 
paid with a deep and heart-felt impressiveness 


that was very touching. 
MES. ESTELLE PAUL ULRICI. 


The decease of this estimable lady and wife 
of Richard W. Ulrici, one of the oldest and 


most prominent business men of the com- 
munity, was duly chronicled at the time of 
her death, which took place on December 16 
at the Southern Hotel. The funeral took 
place this morning from St. John's 
Catholic Church, at Sixteenth and Chestnut 
streets, the church being crowded with the 
grieving triends of the deceased and her rela- 
tives, the family connections in St. Louis 
being very extensive. The church was draped 
in mourning, the altars covered with the 
sombre mourning cloths and em- 
blem, the large cross and star 
over the altar burning brightly in smybol of 
the light of the lite to come. At 10 o’clock 
the front door of the church was thrown open 
to receive the funeral cortege. The Olgan was 
presided over by Prof. Wm. Navo, the Greg- 
orianchant De Profundis being chanted by 
Messrs. Lynch, Navo and A R. 
Rivet. The pall-bearers bore their burden 
solemnly up the center aisJe and placed it on 
the bier ip front of the chancel. It was cov- 
ered wirh a floral cross of beautiful design 
and other tributes, the top of the casket being 
go thicsly sirewn wih blossoms that 
it was invisivle except where the 
silver plate bore the inscription of 
the name and dates of the birth and death of 
the deceased. The weeping family and im- 
mediate friends were placed in the seats re- 
served for them and the solemn High Mass of 
Requiem wus commenced, Father 
Jones Officiating as celebrant, Fath- 
er Hennessey as deacon and Father 
Head of Montgomery City as sub-deacon. Dur- 
ing the solemn services the most intense at- 
tention was paid, gard at the Libera, fat the 
end or the miss, Rignt R v. Bishop Ryan 
reached a se mon, taking tor his text: It 
s appointed for all men once to die; and after 
death—judgment.’’

THE CASE REVERSED. 

Judge Bakewell! has reversed and remanded 
the case of Celia M. Franklin et al. againat 
William H. Gumersell et al The plaintig, 
whose maiden name was Celia Preston, isthe 
third wife of Dr. Franklin. The case 
has been in the appellate court 
before. Mrs. Franklin claimed that 
the Gumersells unlawfully seized and carried 
away a certain stock of ladies’ and Children’s 
underclothing, etc., belonging to her, and 
converted them to their own use. The Gum 
ersells entered the plea that they caused the 
goods to be takon in attachment as the 
property of Carabin &Co., who were indebted 
to them, and the ground of the attachment 
was a fraudulent conveyance by Carabin & Co. 
The jurv in the attachment suit found that 
the goods in question had been fraudulently 
conveved by Carabin & Oo. to Celia Franklin, 
who was at that time an employe and likewise 
engaged in business on her own account 
The goods were sold and the proceeds applied 
on the execution. In February, 1877, Carabin 
& Co, opened a store bere for the sale ot wo. 
men's and children’s weaiing apparel, and 
Mrs Franklin was one of the saleswomen. 
Four months later she bought of Carabin & Co. 
the stock of ladies’ underclothing and baby 
linen for $1,700. The lady was receiving a 
salary of 350 a month from Carabin & Oo. 
and conducted her business in the same store 
at the same tim: that she was serving Carabin 

Co. asa saleswoman. When Carabin & Oo. 
failed they owed for some of the goods in 
question, and the evening, before thegOarabin 
assignment Mrs. Franklin boxed up these 
goods and removed them to an adjoining 
store. The appellate court holds that the or- 
iginal sale of the goods by Carabin &Co. to 
plaintiff was Clearly void as to the creditors of 
that firm. The statute has always 
been interpreted in Missouri to require 
such a change as shall do away with the risk 
of the seller deriving a false credit from the 
continuance of his apparent ownership.
